John Kellj's' Early Life.

John Kelly, ex-comptroller of the 


city ot New York, leader of the Tamms 
ny democracy, ex-alderman, ei-con- 
yressmao, ex-sheriff, statesmen, lecturer 
and orator, IB emphatically a self made 
man. Be was born in the icnrteenth 
ward, in this city, in Hester street, near 
Mott, where his parents kept a small 
general store, His father, Hugh Kelly, 
was a native of County Tyrone, Inland, 
and his mother, Sarah Donnelly, a na- 
tive of Fermanagh. 
John, th« eldest 


child, was educated at the parochial 
school attached to St. Patrick's Cathe- 
dral. He was studious and ambitious, 
and, feeling the deficiency of the crowd- 
ed parochial school, he became a steady 
attendant at the evening schools, which 
had been then lately established. While 
he was obtaining all the edncatlon these 
Institutions wmld gire Ihi*, he f*H de- 
sireus of earning his own living, and en- 
need himself at an office boy In the 
Kew York Herald, then published la 
the historical cellar on Ann street. His 
quickness and intelligence made him a 
la?orite with the elder Mr. Bennett, who 
was beginning his prosperous career, 
and when his useful office boy expressed 
a desire to learn a steady trade, he off- 
ered him an increase of wages to remain 
ia his situation. John Kelly's firmness 
uf purpose manifeirted Itself in those 
early daja of his life, and as goon as he 
had saved a little money out of his scan- 
ty wages he carried out his determina- 
tion and apprenticed himself to a grate 
setter and goapstone-cutier. He learned 
the trade quickly, net up In business for 
himself, and wua at once prosperous. 
Being a bright, 6oe looking young man, 
full of humor, aad courteous in bis man- 
ners, he won many friends who were 
willing to lend him a helping hand. 
He was soon enabled to establish a fac- 
tory on Elizabeth street, and opened an 
office in a wooden building on Broome 
street, next to Dr. Cohen's church, of 
which Dr. Maclay was then pastor. His 
business proved so successful that be was 
enabled to give his brother and four sis- 
ters a better chance of obtaining a thor- 
ough education than be had himself en- 
joyed. They all grew up to feel and 
appreciate the advantage of hi* assist- 
ance; butouly one ulster, MM.

1 do most serionsly 
urge thtt you devise some plan by 
which I may be relieved of a power 
which to me appears no liable to great 
abode either from willful manipulation 
or blundering— a power the exercise of 
which is a nouree of constant anxiety to 
me, and whnn you have devised one, 
that you urge it upon Die attention ol 
the legislature and request its adop- 
tion.
